We reached Moscow about 2. a. on 


80th, about six, hours late, which in any 
other country but Russia could easily’ have 
been msde up.’ We went to tho ‘Hotel 
Metropole, hey sent to moet us ond 
though it was very late we had no trouble 
with luggage or anything, The hotel is 
firat rate, about the same prico oa a London 
hotel and everything very clean and well 
managed. We lost » day at Moscow. asI 
had not brought enough money to-seo us 
through to.London and the banks were 
closed on account of onv of the many 
Russian holidays. It is advisablo to take 
enough roubles to’ see you through to 
London, At present you can only book 
in tho Hast as far as Moscow and then you 
must book from there to London. Count- 
ing food on the train, hotel expenses and 
80, on, and the journey Moscow-London, 
Rs. 400 ought to see you through and leava 
a good margin,
